According to another hadith, he said: "We would sleep 
in the Masjid during the time of Allah's Messenger and 
we were young men."

Once the Prophet “4 went to the house of Syeda Fatima and 
could not find Ali R.A.; he was found sleeping in the Masjid in 
dust. The Prophet 4% dusted him off and gave a nick name, 
Abu Turab!

Once the Prophet ## delayed the Isha prayer and the 
companions went to sleep multiple times waiting for him to 
come to lead them - Sahih Muslim 639b 


Safwan bin Umayyah is reported in a narration to be sleeping 
on his shawl (or cloak) in the masjid - Sunan an-Nasa'i 4883, 
Hasan. 


From the above, we conclude that those in need as well as 
those who just want to spend some time in the Masjid or sleep 
there, should not be prohibited from doing so.

‘Many people still think that sending 
women to the Masajid will not be appropriate. The same 
people are comfortable in taking women to markets, 
government offices, and so on. There is a strong need to 
go back to the Sunnah of the Prophet #4 in this regard 
and welcome our sisters to the Masajid again.

Tolerance was a trademark of the Masjid of the 
beloved. Even a person urinating there was tolerated. 
We too should become tolerant to people's mistakes, 

especially in masajid! 
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Anas b. Malik reported: While we were in the mosque with 
Allah's Messenger (#4), a desert Arab came and stood up and 
began to urinate in the mosque. The Companions of Allah's 
Messenger (##) said: Stop, stop, but the Messenger of Allah 
(#8) said: Don't interrupt him; leave him alone. They left him 
alone. 


And when he finished urinating, Allah's Messenger (#4) called 
him and said to him: These mosques are not the places meant 
for urine and filth, but are only for the remembrance of Allah, 
prayer and the recitation of the Qur'an, or Allah's Messenger said 
something like that. He (the narrator) said that he (the Holy 
Prophet) then gave orders to one of the people who brought a 


bucket of water and poured It over. - Sahih Muslim 285
